A Million #Mersens Starving. 


Lieutenant Governor Campbell, of Bengal, 
says fully 1,070,000 persons are starving to 
death in the districts affected by the failure 
of the great rice crop of 1873. All of the 
poorer classes now feel the want of food. 
Separated as we are from India by great 
seas and vast distances we fat!, perhaps, to 
realize the awful nature of this.most terrible 
calaniity. If the people of Gvorgia were 
every one of them dying of starvation the 
situation would .be no wore, so fur 48 num- 
bers sre concerned, than exists thla moment 
in the Presidency of Bengal. The drought 
nearly cvt cff the staple sustenance of that 
people io their rico fisids, and the riilrosds 
cannot transport graio enough to supply the 
enormous deficiency. The ghastly details of 
the famine are too horrible for reproduction. 
All the great famines within a century are de- 
clared to be mere bagate:les when compared 
with this, Twelve millions of people are in 
danger of death by hunger! It 18 that, and 
nothing less, say the latest dispatches. 

The English government is said to be 
using every possible means to lessen the 


calamity. Nearly a million tons of food 
have been collected in the store-houses of 
Calcutta and Madras, and but for the want 
of carriage, there would be hope. As it is, 
all} accounts agree that che resources and 
utmost effurts of the government cannot 
avertthe most terrible famine of modern 
times. There is reason to believe, says one 
wriler, that the pres-nt news 
is only the beginging of & 
long series of reports of death and destitu- 
tion which will reach us for several months.

Those who 
bave not planted should select govd land, 
and if it is not thoroughly rich, make it so 
to the best of their means. There is more 
profit in one acre of cane than in ten acres of 
cotton ordinarily cullivated. This fact is 
aitested by the experience of numbers of 
farmers in Fulaski and adjxcent counties. 
A crop of cane is next to a crop of potatoes. 
The two crops are the most profitable our 
people can produce. We know of farmers 
in this section who covered the roots of their 
last year’s crop of Caae with straw, dirt, eic., 
with scarcely any trouble, and the roots are 
now perfecuy sound, and wiil make a five 
crop of seed cane for next year.

quino of the visit of his Msjes:y the Emperor 
Saturn and his davgater Ceres. The deities 
duly arrived at midday io a trireme, fol- 
lowed by a bireme supposed to be ‘filled 
with freed slaves, he weather was 
splendid, and thousands of Romans were 
congregated on the banks of the Tiber 
to witness the landing. From thence the 
procession moved in triumphal carnival pomp 
along the Flaminian Way, enteriog the city 
atthe Porta del Popolo, Pasequino at the 
Piazza del Popoio giving his welcome to 
Santvruus amid the mations of the 
crowd. Preceded by heralds in armor the 
cortage slowly traversed the Corso to 
the Piazza Venetia, gold and silver noins 
being scatterred among the people. 
Ssturnus was mounted von a triumphal 
car, and accompanied by a Nubian band; 
while Ceres was seated onthe summit of an 
Egyptian temple, and surrounded by 
riestesses Of Isis.

being suspended until the furth-r order of the Court 
—that ie, notil they violave the law again, and thor’
